U. S. Couldn't Indict Him,- 


Now He Is Suing 


for $139,000 


WASHINGTON-(/P)- Andrew W. 


Mellon Frida yanswered the govern- 
ment's $1,978,621 income tax case_a- 
gainst him with a demand for ?13»,- 
45 refund.

The former secretary of the Trcs- 


ury, whom a Pittsburgh gand jury 
refused to indict for lax evasion, stat- 
ed his case in apetition to the Board 
of Tax Appeals replying to the Treas- 
ury deficiency assessment on Mellon t 
1931 income. 


Mellon said he paid the Internal 


Revenue Bureau $647,559 on his 1931 
ncomc. He listed charitable contri- 
butions of $3,821,178 that year. 


Mellon's appeal was filed shortly 


ifter the Justice Department announc- 
ed full payment by Thomes S. -La- 
mont, partner in J. P. Morgan & Co., 
of government income tax claims ana 
penalties. Lamont was named by at- 
torney General Cummings along with 
Mellon, Thomas Sidlo, a Cleveland 
lawyer and James J. Walker as amonji 
several hunrded against whom the 
government is seeking to collect addi- 
tional taxes. 


Sidlo, a law partner of Newton U. 


Baker, previously had paid in full 
the claims against him. The depart- 
ment has not disclosed what prog- 
ress is being made against Walker, 
New York's former mayor,, who now 
lives abroad.

keep girls out of the kitchen and say,

as they are .emotionally interested. 


Too many children go through school 


and emerge in utter confusion to the 
world of work—the world of "must."

They are sud- 
denly expected to develop work hab- 
its entirely foreign to their natures. 


They have studied, of course, and j 


that is labor. I do not discount that 
—but expect in the cases of self-earn- 
ed educations they cannot be expected 
to face the new situation cheerfully 
when the world stares to see what 
they wi!l~make' of themselves. 


Preparation for Life 


Who makes , the steady, to-be-de- 


pended-upon clerk or stenographer or 
secretary? The girl who had to get 
up and help'get breakfast and clean 
her room and -scrub the porch Satur- 
day. Who makes the-depenclable bus- 
iness man or earnest profesisonal? The 
boy who had to tend furnace and 
grass and put through a daily job 
regularly.

New Orleans Ties 
Up Highway Funds 


Had Been Denied Its Due 


Share Since Long Can- 


didates Lost 


BATON ROUGE, Ln.— (#>}— Another 


round round of the battel between the 
i-ily of New Orleans vs. the suite of 
Louisiana was fought Friday and the 
state Highway Commission found all 
its funds bottled up. 


The fight, bittlerness of which has 


increased since Htiey Long's candi- 
dates were defeated in the mayor- 
ality election of January,1 entered a 
new phase. Members- of the Highway 
Commission declare that employes will 
have1 to be discharged and all work 
slopped. 


Under the state constitution, the 


Highway Comission is directed to pay 
the city §700,000 annually in quar- 
terly installments for 
construction 


and maintenance of its streets in the 
highway system. For several quar- 
ters the payment was not made. 


The city went into the courts and 


won decision after decision in the 
East Baton Rouge Parish Court and 
Supreme Court— all ultimately direct- 
ing the state to make payments.
